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2. SOVIET MISCHIEE IN RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE - 

ALTHOUGH WASHINGTON POST IS AMONG PUBLICATIONS ROUTINELY 
CLIPPED FOR INCLUSION IN UN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE DOCUMENTS, 
SOVIETS IN SECRETARIAT SUCCESSFULLY OBJECTED WHEN DEPUTY 
SECRETARY OE COMMITTEE (UGANDAN) SOUGHT TO INCLUDE EEB. 10 
WASHINGTON POST ARTICLE CONCERNING REPORTED USSR TRADE LINKS 
WITH RHODESIA. BRITISH PLAN TO ENCOURAGE AN NGO TO TRANSMIT 
ARTICLES, WHICH WILL THEN BECOME PART OP COMMITTEE'S 
DOCUMENTATION. GDR ALSO ARGUED WITH SECRETARIAT THAT GDR 
NOTE REPLYING TO SECRETARIAT CONCERNING ALLEGED TRADE WITH 
RHODESIA SHOULD HAVE BEEN AWAITED PRIOR TO PUBLICATION 
OP ANNUAL COMMITTEE REPORT. UPON LEARNING NEXT DATE EOR

4. OUTER SPACE SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL SUBCOMMITTEE - 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SOVIETS INTRODUCED IN THE SUBCOMMITTEE FEB. 16 A WORKING 
PAPER ENTITLED "QUESTIONS RELATING TO REMOTE SENSING 
OF THE EARTH BY SATELLITES." INCLUSION OF "MAN-MADE OBJECTS 
AND FORMATIONS " IN DEFINITION OF REMOTE SENSING IS POTENTIALLY 
TROUBLESOME. THE PAPER, SUBSTANTIAL PORTION OF WHICH DEALS 
WITH MATTERS OF A LEGAL NATURE AND NOT WITHIN THE AGENDA 
OR TERMS OF REFERENCE OF THE SUBCOMMITTEE, INCLUDES REPEATED 
REFERENCES TO NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY OVER INFORMATION CONCERNING

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5. COMMITTEE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY - 

THE DELAY (EROM FEB. 1 1 TO 14) IN CONCLUDING THE SESSION OF THE 
COMMITTEE, ACTING AS PREPCOM FOR THE UN CONFERENCE ON SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY FOR DEVELOPMENT, WAS DUE LARGELY TO NECESSITY OF 
NEGOTIATING NEW TEXT ON GUIDELINES EOR THE PREPARATION OF 
NATIONAL PAPERS, BASED ON VARIOUS EFFORTS TO FIND COMPROMISE BETWEEN 
TEXT OE THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON APPLICATION OF SCIENCE AND TECHN- 
OLOGY TO DEVELOPMENT AND A RIVAL TEXT ORIGINALLY PRESENTED BY 
VENEZUELA AND LATER ADOPTED (AND ADAPTED) BY THE G-77 AS A WHOLE. 

THE ORIGINAL AUSTRALIAN TEXT PROVIDING FOR A DEPUTY SYG AT ASYG

CONSTRUCTIVE CONFERENCE STILL EXISTS, ASSUMING GOOD WORK IS DONE 
ON NATIONAL PAPERS. NEVERTHELESS, FUNDAMENTAL DIFFERENCES OF 
VIEWS OF G-77 AND WESTERN DELEGATIONS ON THE NATURE OF THE 
CONFERENCE WERE EVIDENT THROUGHOUT AND CAN BE EXPECTED TO 
PERSIST. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 455) 

6. UN PROGRAM BUDGET - 
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AT INVITATION OE THE SOVIETS, AMB SHERER AND MISOEF STOTTLEMYER 
MET WITH SOVIET DEPUTY PERMREP FOKIN AND COUNSELOR GRODSKY AND 
WERE PRESENTED WITH A "NON-PAPER" WHICH EXPRESSED SERIOUS SOVIET 
CONCERN OVER INCREASED GROWTH IN UN EXPENDITURES AND REQUESTED 
CLOSER US-SOVIET COOPERATION ON UN FINANCIAL, ADMINISTRATIVE AND 
RELATED MATTERS. STOTTLEMYER MADE POINT WE SHARED SOVIET CONCERN

THE WORKING GROUP FEB. 17 COVERED PARAS 46-58 OF THE SECRETARIAT 
ANALYTICAL STUDY CONCERNING THE SC AND PEACEKEEPING. SPAIN, UK, 

USSR, PAKISTAN, POLAND, FRANCE AND US SUPPORTED PRESENT PERMANENT SC 
MEMBERSHIP STRUCTURE. CONCERNING PEACEKEEPING, ROMANIA CALLED FOR 
MORE CLEAR-CUT LANGUAGE IN CHARTER STIPULATING GUIDELINES, AND WAS 
SUPPORTED BY YUGOSLAVIA AND PAKISTAN. US POINTED OUT LACK OF 
MORE PRECISE GUIDELINES HAD NOT PREVENTED SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS, 

AND UK STATED IT WAS NOT USEFUL TO INSTITUTIONALIZE GUIDELINES SINCE

16 TO TAKE UP, IN THE FOLLOWING ORDER, 
CONSIDERATION OF 17 SMALL TERRITORIES ENTRUSTED TO IT: BERMUDA; 
SOLOMON ISLANDS AND PITCAIRN; BRUNEI; TOKELAU; US VIRGIN ISLANDS; 
GILBERT ISLANDS AND TUVALU; THREE CARIBBEAN TERRITORIES; AMERICAN 
SAMOA; GUAM; COCOS (KEELING) ISLANDS; NEW HEBRIDES, ST. HELENA 
AND THE TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC ISLANDS. TENTATIVELY THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE IS SCHEDULED TO CONSIDER THE FIRST 13 TERRITORIES 
BETWEEN FEB. 23 AND MAY 12; PRIOR TO THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE IN 
SUPPORT OF THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE, AND THE REAMINING FOUR 
AFTER THE CONFERENCE. 
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
